Thus our freshman year was finished, and we began our vacation 
hop in sc that we would return as Sophomores, 


as wa returned the following September, we could not help but have 
a feeling of superiority as wa looked with scorn upon the lowly fresh- 
men being put through their paces, forgetting that we ourselvea had 
been lowly freshmen Just one short ysar before. 

Several new faces created us in the faculty. In the music depart- 
ment Kiss Fairley replaced Miss Benehan, Miss Hackett took up the bur-

den of teaching us the English lanrua^e, where Miss Kc Gammon left nfr. 



oarlyle Adams replaced Vic 31rt as coach, and Miss WInr replaced I'lss 
Carlyle, She remained here until mid-year and then Lisa McDonald took 
over her duties. Mrs. Walsh assigned the social studies and history 
courses, formerly taunht by Mss Hubbard who Joined the V/AAC. Mss 
i* cCormick was replaced by Mrs. Edwin Johnson- as commercial instructor. 
Midway throurh the year Ir. Steward, the manual training teacher, left 
us to work for Sperry gyroscope Com any on Lonr Island. His position 
was taken over by Mr. 3elcher. Mr. Wolcott left us for duty with the 
Mavy. Our class officers wore: President, Raymond Avery; Vice-Presi- 

dent, Shirley Skjetne; Secretary, Alan Pratt; Treasurer, Charles nates. 
In January of 1943, Raymond Avery left with his family for their new 
home on the West Coast. His duties as Class President were capably 
carried on by Shirley Sktf’etne. 

Araln, Many of our class distinruished themselves in the 31ee Club 
and a successful concert was eiven in the spring. Athletics were not 
too successful that year, but valuable experience was pained by all 
those participating, Including many Sophomores. 

We were very capably sponsored by Miss Stevens, who became Mrs.

"Eddy" Moran left us, eventually to Join the 
Navy. Helen Dahlin and Rose Kessei left us and obtained positions in

There were also many changes In the faculty* Mias Stevens, now 
Mrs* Farman, left ua to Join her husband and her department waa taken 
over by Mrs. Fontaine, who came from Beamon Academy In Ifew Haven- She 
waa a un«|ii|ou® choice for our sponsor* Mr. Waiah took over Mr. Joy 1 a 
duties as principal but continued to teach certain advanced math sub- 
jects* Mr. Frank 0. Stiles of Fair Haven was our newly appointed 
Supervisor* Mr. Stiles has become a familiar figure In our halls and 
on our athletic fields. 

It was a tough year for our tongue-tied classmates for there were 4 
two Johnsons and a Johnston on our faculty— Miss Johnson In the office, 
Mrs. Johnson in the commercial department and Miss Johnston In the 
science courses. Our clasa officers were: President, Vince Llonti; 

Vice-President, Charles Oates; Secretary, Carolyn Olney; Treasurer, 
Shirley Skjetne. 

Much happened that year in the line of activities* Due to the 
lack of material we were forced to play six-man football* This year 
our second at the sport, we turned out an undefeated, untied. State 
championship team. Three members of our class made the varsity. The 
team made history that year when at the expense of Flttsford a 92-0 
victory was accomplished. 

A Christmas concert was the next activity on the list for our up 
and coming high school. 

A very successful basketball season was properly ended with the 
winning of the State Championship In the B division at the tournament 
In Burlington. This waa the first state basketball championship to be 
held by Proctor and the second state championship of the year. It was 
a great day for all Proctorites. 

The May Festival In Burlington resumed Its natural function In the 
spring and a wonderful time was had by all* 

An organization was Incorporated In the files of P* H. S. that 
year. Many may remember the happy nights when mellow strains floated 






















from the assembly hall. They called themselves Hep Cats. This surpris- 
ing orchestral group was brought about by the genius of Carroll 
Humphrey. They did much to while away our spare hours* 

Tall, smiling Ed Valloch reached his l&th birthday and Uncle Sam 
decided that the Army needed him more than we did so they got him, as 
is usually the case. A party was given for him at the Garble Town Inn 
and several "goodbye * presents were presented. 'Hext was the Junior 
Prom. V7e had the c ourafT© to sponsor what several classes before us had 
considered as dangerous to the bank account. Tlfe came out less than 
five dollars to the not- so- good, but *Mive and loam", as they say. 

And so we arrived at the end of our third year in Proctor High 
School. We were, as was true in the many classes before us f gradually 
scattering ourselves over the w or Id, but there were a few who would 
probably return next fall for the homestretch. 

Senior Year 


Here we are back in the good old halls of P. H* S. again. To many 
of us it seemed rather rood to see them a rain and in ,he top position 
this time. Ho one was above us except the faculty and well — Well, we 
saw some new faces 1 Mrs* Lavamway took Miss Johnston's place in the 
lab and Miss Vogler took Mias Fairley's place in the Music department. 

Three members of our original class were no longer with us. Ian 
Fay took his two final years while we were struggling to complete one 
and Charles Gates left us to attend Vermont Academy.
